SCOUTS HUNT BLACK WALNUT 


In making a census of black walnut 


trees the Boy Scouts of America have' 
a new task set by the president. 
.'This work will appeal especially to 
scouts, not'only, as an importm' 
.nd 


patriotic activity, but also as a live, 
Interesting, outdoor job, which links 
Itself withTmany phases of scouting. 


The government needs black walnut. 


In fact, black walnnt wood is n prime 
necessity t<y the prosecution of our 
war program of guns and aircraft. 


At this moment the entire Mack wal- 


nut growth 'of our forests Is subject to 
census classification for war purposes. 
In behalf of the war department, boy 
scouts are asked to undertake this 
black walnut census. 


It Is desired to locate Immediately 


all available standing black walnut 
timber wherever it occurs, isolated or 
In small groups as well as in larger 
lots. 


It is important that every tree of 


this species be located and placed on 
record with details as to Its siie nnd 
availability, together with the owner's 
name and address, and such other data 
ns is essential In providing the infor- 
mation required by the government. 


This information data, as collected 


by scouts, will he tabulated by the for- 
est service of the department of agri- 
culture and placed at the disposal of 
the government. The government does 
not ask.for old black walnut furnltiire, 
but only the timber.

next winter but the patriotic duty of 
every housewife is.,to conserve as 
much as possible now, while the short 
age is fett so badly, by using DO sug- 
ar in canning fruit. 


Government .bulletins 
point 
out 


that it is not an impossibility to do 
without sugar in canning. 
In fact, 


it appears that sugar is not all neces- 
sary to the operation. Fruits and 
vegetables will keep iust "as well If 
hot water is used Instead of sugar 
syrup. It is suggested that when win- 
ter comes, and there is plenty of 
sugar, the canned goods may he re- 
heated and the sweetening^ a'dded. 


Fruit juices may be bottled with- 


out sugar. 


Corn syrup may be used for mak- 


ing preserves and' thus one of the 
chief drains on the sugar supply 
may be stopped. The Food Adminis- 
tration urges that all heavy sugar 
syrups be omitted by the canner.and 


, preserver to the greatest possible ex- 


tent. 
Bulletins further point out there 


is no need for a poundt>f fruit to be 
wasted because no sugar 
is used. 


There is always the possibility that 
the fruit may be dried.

NEW PAY SYSTEM FOR 


ARMY IS 


With the 
American 
Armies in 


France, July 17.—(Correspondence 
of1 The 
Associated 
Press)—Every 


American soldier in France will re- 
ceive a "-bank" book" enabling him 
to draw $7.50 a month from any dis- 
bursing officer, if the change in pay 
methods ot the American Expedition- 
ary Force now under consideration 
is put into effect. The purpose is to 
enable every soldier to obtain prompt 


ly at least a part of his monthly pay 
regardless of where . he 
may 
be, 


whether in a hospital or with some 
organization other than his own. 
, The "pay 'book" system Is in use 
in the British army. The sum of 
$7,50 a month has been "fixed as the 
mihimunV which a 
soldier 
should 


'have for his personal wapts every 
month and it would be given 19 him 
on his demand. 


Bach three or four months there 


would he a general accounting, at 
which his total pay, his Insurance 
and other allotments, his liberty loan 
subscriptions and other items would 
be cast up, together with his month- 
ly drafts.' The balance then 
due 


him would be .put at his disposal.
